an electrical circuit and the ina­ 
bility of the inertial measuring 
unit—a sort of directional speed­ 
ometer—to align itself. 
The problems were not con­ 
sidered serious enough to end 
the planned 11-day mission or to 
cancel the rendezvous exercise 
planned later in the day. The as­ 
tronauts 
also 
were 
to 
make 
their debut on space television. 
Eisele 
told 
mission 
control 
during the early morning hours 
that an electrical circuit failed. 
He said he turned off the warn­ 
ing light and the system contin­ 
ued to operate. 
Order Short Burn 
The Air Force major also re­ 
ported he could not align the in­ 
ertial instrument which meas­ 
ures the direction and degree of 
velocity change. Mission control 
ordered a short burn of reaction 
control thrusters to determine if 
measurements from the device 
were being properly fed into an 
©n-boerd computer. 
Later, 
mission control 
said 
the burn proved the inertial in- 
itrument worked well. 
Eisele also had a continuing 
problem 
with 
a 
harness 
of 
biomedical 
instruments 
which 
measure his heartbeat, respira­ 
tion and other data. Mission 
controllers 
reported 
that 
the 
biomedical signals from Eisele 
had been cutting out. 
Before he went to sleep, Schir­ 
ra reported a space-bound cast 
of the sniffles. 
Runny Nose 
“I advised him to take a de­ 
congestant,” 
Dr. 
John 
Zie- 
gleschmid told a press briefing. 
“All it does is shrink the mem­ 
branes and stop a runny nose.” 
Earlier, the spacemen report­ 
ed the primary environmental 
control system, which keeps the 
crew from freezing or frying in 
the 
temperature 
extremes

space, was freezing outside the 
spacecraft. The pilots cut to the 
sp>ace radiator system to control 
the on-board heat and mission 
control

Lunar Rescue 
The trio guides their space­ 
craft today through a series of 
delicate maneuvers and back to 
a rendezvous with the second 
stage of the booster that flaw­ 
lessly drilled them into orbit 
Friday. 
The rendezvous simulates a 
lunar rescue of the first Ameri­ 
cans to land on the moon. On a 
lunar flight, the lunar module

The timber harvested from the 
17 national forests of the East­ 
ern Region of the U.S. Forest 
Service returned a record $6,- 
118,985 to the U.S. Treasury for 
the fiscal year ending June 30. 
These forests harvested 552.7 
million board feet of timber 
consisting of 789,200 cords of 
pulpwood and 158 million board 
feet of sawtimber. 
The value of the timber har­ 
vested increased $292,485 over 
the previous fiscal year. From 
the total receipts of national 
forest timber 25 per cent will 
be returned to the local units of 
government to be used far roads 
and schools. The volume of tim­ 
ber harvested decreased slightly 
from fiscal years 1967, reflect­ 
ing a reduced pulpwood market 
in the Lake States.

Guinea <AP>-~As of Saturday, 
this will be the world’s newest 
country, under the name Re­ 
public of Equatorial Guinea.

Proposal No. I on the Nov. 5 ballot would 
amend the Michigan Constitution to permit a 
graduated scale income tax. 
This is the kind that the federal govern­ 
ment uses. The rate of the tax goes up with 
income. 
The present Michigan personal income tax 
is a flat rate tax — 2,6 per cent — started in 
1967. The Michigan Constitution of 1963 auth­ 
orizes only a flat rate tax, so in effect it pro­ 
hibits a graduated tax and must be amended if 
the state is to levy one. 
The state’s two parties have lined up this 
way on the graduated income tax: 
Republicans: Opposed. 
Democrats: In Support.

To get the Legislature to enact the present 
flat rate state income tax it was necessary for 
the governor and parties to compromise. Part 
of the compromise was a promise to put an 
amendment on the Nov. 5 ballot to authorize a 
state graduated rate income tax after the pat­ 
tern of the federal income tax. 
This is now being done. 
The unions, and especially the United Auto 
Workers, have been pushing for a graduated 
income tax. They favored one in the Constitu­ 
tional Convention of 1963, but could not muster 
enough delegate strength to incorporate auth­ 
ority for such a tax in the new constitution.

The Michigan State Chamber of Commerce, 
biggest voice of big business In Michigan, did not 
oppose the state flat rate tax, but it has always 
opposed a graduated income tax and it opposes 
the current effort. 
Its argument in opposition to the graduated 
tax is in part specious, it seems to us, but when 
it talks about the state’s relative position in 
industrial taxation it speaks with authority and 
deserves respectful attention because the whole 
economy of the state rests on a largely compe­ 
titive base. If our labor, our taxation and other 
costs of doing business become appreciably high­ 
er than those in other industrial states, we can 
expect our industry to gradually leak away to 
them. 
Labor's interest is in shouldering the tax 
off the workers and onto the industries. To 
the unsophisticated this may seem a noble ges­ 
ture. but actually the consumer pays for the 
taxes and the labor and other costs of production 
in the long run, and labor is the biggest con­ 
sumer in the country. 
it 
it

This process is comolicated. however, and it 
Is not simply a matter of whether the consumers 
pay the taxes as taxes or as product costs. There 
is a corporate state income tax — 5.6 per cent — 
as well as a personal state income tax. so the 
consumer is paring twice. (Banks pay 7 per cent.) 
A flat rate tax is regressive in that it does 
not graduate rate with income, but it is not a 
basically unfair tax because it makes the per­ 
son or industry with large income pay much 
more than those with little but on a flat rate. 
(The graduate tax discriminates against ef­ 
ficiency, suggests the State Chamber.) 
Many tax reforms like this one have their 
origin in a “tax the rich” effort, but America 
is losing this effort Governmental need for 
money and desire to get it as cheaply as possi­ 
ble has provided tax free securities. Tf the rich 
are contented with a little less income they 
needn’t pay any taxes. The amendment wouldn’t 
change that at the personal level. 
♦

As to our competitive position: 41 states 
now have a corporate income tax. but only 7 of 
them are graduated, the other 34 are flat rate. 
Illinois and Ohio, both prime competitors with 
Michigan for industry, don’t have any corporate 
income tax. Wisconsin, Minnesota, Indiana, Penn­ 
sylvania and New York have graduated cor­ 
porate taxes ranging from one half to 3 per cent, 
but less burdensome taxes on industry in some 
other categories than does Michigan. 
Michigan, says the State Chamber, “has 
one of the least competitive tax systems even 
without a graduated corporate tax.” 
We believe the flat rate tax serves the pub­ 
lic need best at this time.

Non-Public Schools 
Needs Get Inquiry

“No comprehensive *tudy of 
school finance in Michigan can 
logically ignore the state’s non­ 
public schools.’* 
And about 14.2 per cent, or 
some 336,450 
of the 
state’s 
school children attended non­ 
public schools in 1967, says Dr. 
Donald A. Erickson, associate 
professor of education, Univer­ 
sity of Chicago. 
His 124-page report on “non­ 
public schools 
in Michigan** 
forms part of the Michigan 
School Finance Study conduct­ 
ed by J. Alan Thomas, director 
of the Midwest Administration 
Center and associate professor 
in education at the University 
of Chicago. 
“These pupils demand con­ 
sideration in their own right; 
the quality of the education 
they 
receive 
In 
nonpublic 
schools will affect the general 
welfare,** said Erickson. 
Workable Compromise 
Tn the chapter and appendix 
Erickson sought to walk a m id­ 
dle line, drawing on existing 
laws and conditions in Michigan 
to suggest a “workable” com­ 
promise. 
As one major emphasis, the 
study seeks to make a distinc­ 
tion between “child benefit’* 
and "general welfare” aid to 
students. 
Michigan's bus law of 1963 
largely depends on the position 
of benefiting children as such 
rather than school systems. The 
auxiliary services act of 1965 
also provided special services, 
particularly to the needy and 
disadvantaged students. 
Calling the child benefit ap­ 
proach “an inadequate guide to 
public policy," the report urges 
a “specific version of the gen­ 
eral welfare rationale.” 
The general welfare concept, 
with emphasis on welfare in its 
sociological sense, is in keep­ 
ing with findings of the Na­ 
tional Council of Churches De­ 
partment of Religious Liberty 
made public in 1964. 
Govt. Support 
“Under 
some 
well-defined 
circumstances,” said that organ­ 
ization, “government may legiti­ 
mately support specific pro­ 
grams 
of 
church-affiliated 
health and welfare agencies. 
The sole purpose of any govern­ 
mental policy in this respect 
must be the promotion of a 
clearly identifiable public inter­ 
est as against a private interest 
of an individual or religious 
group. 
John Gaffney, director of the 
education department of the 
Michigan Catholic Conference, 
has one definition of general 
welfare and Mrs. Harriet Phil­ 
lips, chairman of Citizens to Ad­ 
vance Public Education (CAPE) 
has another. 
“We are quite amazed and 
frankly very pleased to have 
him (Erickson) talk about gen­ 
eral 
welfare,” Gaffney 
said. 
“Much of our argument is bas­ 
ed on general welfare and we 
feel the nonpublic parent is 
making a great contribution to 
the general welfare. 
“A child takes his place and 
makes his contribution to so­ 
ciety and state,” he said. “If 
one becomes a vice president of 
General Motors nobody asks if 
he attended a parochial school, 
yet the cost of his education is 
borne by his parents, and yet 
costs the taxpayers nothing.” 
Who Would investigate? 
Indicating difficulty of dia­ 
logue on this point, Mrs. Phil­ 
lips said g en ia l welfare fade 


in practice and she sees admin­ 
istrative 
difficulties, 
asking, 
“Who would investigate the 
families?” 
She said it would “pose enor­ 
mous problems” and staffing 
difficulties for boards of edu­ 
cation to determine who needed 
assistance most and “can lead 
to complete repudiation of the 
public school system.” 
And the Michigan Council of 
Churches, has called the general 
welfare 
approach “simply 
a 
broadening, and consequently 
more 
ambiguous justification 
for aid to nonpublic schools.” 
Erickson suggests a general 
welfare concept that would give 
grants to parents to aid non­ 
public schools, and explains that 
“direct or indirect financial aid 
to nonpublic schools in Michi­ 
gan should be designed pri­ 
marily to release the potentiali­ 
ties of public and nonpublie 
schools for the education of the 
disadvantaged.” 
Welfare Theory 
This would be done, as he 
would apply his “general wel­ 
fare” theory, by: 
1. Making it possible for non­ 
public schools to serve the dis­ 
advantaged at a greater extent. 
2. Stirring up more “compe­ 
tition among public and non­ 
public” schools by letting more 
low-in come pe rents choose their 
schools for their children. 
3. “Protecting public schools 
from ‘dumping ground’ status 
by encouraging socio-economic, 
racial, and academic” variety in 
nonpublic schools. 
4. Creating more opportuni­ 
ties for experimenting — with­ 
out being tied to all the ground 
rules of the education system. 
5. “Avoiding dissipation of 
needed resources by controlling 
fiscally induced closures and 
cutbacks in nonpublic schools.” 
6. “Withholding aid from ill­ 
conceived programs, including 
those that represent unwarrant­ 
ed duplication.” 
Opposition Voiced 
Reaction to the 
nonpublic 
aid section of the Michigan 
School Finance Study by some 
groups has been less than en­ 
thusiastic and by others gener­ 
ally supportive. 
One of the organizations op­ 
posed to increasing aid to non­ 
public schools, is the Michigan 
Association 
of 
Elementary 
School Principals, which noted 
that public education is avail­ 
able to all. 
“If a parent takes upon him­ 
self the additional burden of 
private education for his child­ 
ren, this is a decision he made 
freely 
and 
willingly,” 
the 
MAESP said. “There is no rea­ 
son for, nor should there be 
any recourse to, public funds 
for the full or partial subsidiza­ 
tion of his child's private edu­ 
cation.” 
Catholics 
and 
others 
who 
maintain 
non-public 
schools, 
while generally pleased with the 
Erickson section, took issue with 
segments. 
The Rev. Father John 
B. 
Zwers, superintendent of schools 
for the 355-schooi Archdiocese 
of Detroit 8-county school sys­ 
tem, 
disliked 
the 
proposed 
“graduated” theory in giving 
vouchers to parents. 
Graduated Plan Criticized 
Erickson 
had 
said 
in the 
Thomas report that “if vouch­ 
ers were issued to nonpublic 
school parents, perhaps they 
should represent, for example, 
face values of $1,500 for families 
with incomes under $3,000; $1,- 


200 for families with income 
from $3,000 to $4,000 and so 
on, so that the family with in­ 
come over $15,000 or more 
would receive “zero.” 
Dr. John Vanden Berg, vice 
president and dean of Calvin 
College, 
Grand 
Rapids, 
said 
granting graduated vouchers is 
“not a bad idea. 
“I like the idea of a special 
voucher for the inner city, for 
that is where the problems lie,” 
he said. “I would not make an 
issue, ii for a person with $15,- 
000 income the amount of the 
voucher is zero. But I do think 
there is a good case for giving 
a minimum to everybody.” 
Separation “Bad” 
People in the better income 
areas “pay a lot of taxes and 
they ought to get a little back,” 
he said. 
Mrs. Phillips, interviewed in 
her Huntington Woods home, 
also was critical of what she re­ 
gards as a lack of attention in 
the study to recent changes in 
Catholic thinking, 
“You read about all these 
changes and renewal develop­ 
ing yet the report pretends they 
do not exist,” she said, referring 
to the fact that the report em­ 
phasizes the dichotomy between 
“sacred and secular.” 
“The separation of parochial 
schools is bad,” she said, “and 
does not prepare a child to live 
in society. The only time a child 
can really rub shoulders with 
persons of other race and re­ 
ligious background really is in 
a public school. 
“We promote that mixture 
and we should do everything to 
make the public school the 
place,” Mrs. Phillips said. “If 
we don’t, we will develop more 
of the black legion and white 
legion type person.”

They said Sgt. Buddy Wright, 
of Wellston, Ohio, stumbled into 
a South Vietnamese army camp 
last 
Sunday 
pointing 
to 
his 
stomach 
and 
saying, 
“Chop 
chop, chop chop,” which means 
food to the Vietnamese. 
The sources said Wright gave 
this account of his capture and 
j escape: 
He became separated from 
his platoon Sept. 22 and North 
Vietnamese seized him south­ 
west of the Due Lap Special 
Forces camp near the Cambo­ 
dian border, 125 miles north of 
Saigon. 
He said the North Vietnamese 
troops marched him west for 
two days so he thought he was 
in Cambodia. They did not mis­ 
treat him, but took his wallet, 
identity tag and boots to prevent 
him from escaping. 
North Vietnamese interroga­ 
tors asked him the name af his 
unit, which is the 1st Battalion. 
22nd Infantry, 4th Division. But 
Wright told him he did not 
know.

his unit.

He said he was a very stupid 
NCO. 
The North Vietnamese had an 
AK47 assault rifle pointed at 
him during the interrogation.

During his fifth night of cap­ 
tivity, Wright escaped. He ran 
all night and all the next day. 
The North Vietnamese chased 
him. 
“When I saw the North Viet­ 
namese my first thought was, ‘I 
am dead,’ M Wright later told 
other American soldiers. “When 
they didn’t kill me, my will to 
survive came pretty strong and 
I decided I will try hard to es­ 
cape. When I first escaped, I 
felt I could make it. 
1 
“I thought I was directly west 
of Due Lap and had to run east. 
After two days I became weak 
and I was not quite sure where I 
was. I thoujdit I was losing my 
way and I was scared ” 
Hid Eight Hours 
On the second day of his es­ 
cape. he could see North Viet­ 
namese troops still looking for 
him. He hid eight hours then 
struck out again when a heavy 
rain began to fall. 
On the night of Oct. 5. he saw 
a fire and figured it was in a 
South 
Vietnamese 
camp. 
He 
was not sure, so he decided to 
wait until daybreak. 
At first light, he saw a soldier 
with an M16 rifle, the standard 
allied weapon. Wright walked 
toward him. 
The soldier carried Wright to 
a 
hill the South 
Vietnamese 
troops were occupying. Ameri­ 
can advisers called a helicopter 
| which took Wright to Due Lap, 
then to the 2nd Brigade of the 
j 4th Infantry Division at Ban Me 
; Thuot. 
Cap* Daniel H. Trachtenberg 
of Philadelphia, Pa., a physi­ 
cian who examined Wright at 
(Ban 
Me 
Thuot, 
said. 
“Sgt. 
W’nght was in amazing good 
j condition for what he had been 
i through.” 
Wright 
lost 
several 
pounds 
and had lacerations of his feet, 
legs 
and 
arms 
which 
were 
sightly infected. His feet also 
I were swollen. 
During his flight to freedom, 
Wright survived on nuts and 
j wild berries. While a prisoner, 
the North Vietnamese fed him 
1 rice.
